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THE BOUNDS FAMILY 


At this time I have only sketchy information about the Bounds Family 
that I have pieced together from census, land grant, and family information. 
What I have found may be a lead for others in the family who wish to pursue 
this line further; I intend to do so myself at a later date. 

Census records for Perry County, MS, in 1820 show Quincy Bounds with 
a wife and eight children, Solomon Bounds with a wife and two children, and 
William Bounds with a wife and four children, I don't know where each of 
these families settled, but some of William's children moved to Jasper 
County, Mississippi, and were there in the 1840 census. These three Bounds 
men were probably brothers, and were from the Carolinas; however, based on 
birthplaces listed for some of William's sons, he at least must have done 
a considerable amount of moving about before settling in Mississippi. There 
was another Bounds, Nancy, who was born in South Carolina and married William 
Cooley Sr. They also moved south into Georgia. They may have moved on into 
south Mississippi, but I am not yet sure about that. Two of their children 
Eliza Cooley Merrill, and William Cooley Jr., moved into Wayne County, then 
into Jasper County, MS, where they remained. See MERRILL FAMILY page 237; 
see COOLEY FAMILY page 268. Several Cooley men and their families were in 
Perry County during the 1820 census also, and were related to William Cooley. 

The members of the Bounds Family who moved into Jasper County after it 
was opened up for settlement were John Bounds and his wife, four sons, and 
three daughters; William C. Bounds and his wife, six sons, and seven daughters; 
Addison Bounds and his wife Katherine, with a large family; and several of 
the Bounds sons and their families. William C. and John Bounds received 
federal land grants, and all the families settled in the Vossburg/Heidelberg 
vicinity of southeastern Jasper County. There were other Bounds who settled 
in the area but I haven't yet made the connection between the families; I 
know they are closely related. Araninette Davis Bounds, sister of Mary 
Davis Cooley and Daniel W. Davis was buried at Shady Grove in 1847. I don't 
know who her husband was. Also, in the 1840 census, three Bounds children: 
Nancy, a teenager, and two smaller children, were living alone and censused 
alone at that time. Apparently both their parents were dead. 

Nancy Bounds Cooley, William Bounds, Solomon Bounds, and Quincy Bounds 
were all of the same generation, all from South Carolina, and could have been 
siblings. Further research will reveal their relationship.

William and Mary Bounds probably had more than the four sons for whom 


I find a record. William could have also moved in later years to Jasper 
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County, but if he did I can find no record of it. Since the Jasper County 
courthouse burned down with all its records, I have little information 
available to determine this. Mary Bounds was living with their son W. R. 
in 1850, and is probably also buried in an unmarked grave at one of the 
abandoned church cemeteries north of Heidelberg. 

John C. Bounds and Martha Ann Ellis had a large family, and some of 
their children remained in Jasper County. Their son William Theodore (Theo) 
had at least thirteen children, and has many descendents living in the 
area. One of his grandsons, Tom Lester, is a well-known television actor 
in Hollywood, CA.

_ Water-logged 
vessel is lost

Two busy shipyards are building 
offshore ships and tugs on the site of 
the old Jesse Bounds sawmill on 
Bounds Lake in Moss Point, but what 


they launch into the fresh waters of . 


the Escatawpa River system are quite 
different from a tall, four-masted 
schooner that was overhauled and 
made seaworthy there over 50 years 
ago by, not ship carpenters, but saw- 
mill workers. 

It was the ill-fated ‘Jesse Bounds,” 

built and launched by Henry Piaggio 
at Orange, Texas, and damaged bya 
‘deck fire before the ship was fully 
equipped and ready to take on a cargo. 
There is no record of the name under 
which she was launched, but an old 
newspaper said Mr. Piaggio was one 
of the promoters of the International 
Shipbuilding Coninany at Pascagoula 
where ships were ‘a:ilt in World War 
I. Several all-wooden ships were 
launched before it became a stee 
yard. } 


THE PAS-POINT area was slipping 
into a depression with the end of the 
war and the cessation of shipbuilding 
— two large yar? sscagoula and 
two in Moss Point having no new con- 
tracts. Also comins to a close was the 
era of wooden 3» ¢iups, steel hulls 


and steam power superseding wood 
and canvas. The after-war slump had 
caused a drop in lumber manufactur- 
ing, and Moss Point’s mills were shutt-

close his mill, he bought the fire. 


damaged schooner and had it towed 
from Orange to his Moss Point millsite 
and put his mill crew of many years 
restoring the deck. 


He had been at the mill for 20 years. 
Other men who worked there, Mr. Len- 
nep told me before his death some 
years ago, were Edwin and Bruner 
Lennep, Norman Cunningham and Ed 
Ranager. He said the workers had 
always set out choice ““square edge 
and sound’’ pieces, known as ‘‘rift”’ 
flooring, and what was called “curly- 
pine.” They are no longer on the mar- 
ket. 


AFTER THE REPAIRS at Moss 
Point, the ship was towed to Pas- 
cagoula for anew mast to be installed. 
Then with Tack Krebs in charge, Len- 
nep said, the four-master was towed 
to Mobile for dry-docking and inspec- 
tion. Then she was ready for a crew 
and a cargo, but neither came easily. 


Finally a crew was boarded, the 
1,400-ton ship was passed as seaworthy 
and a crago of square timber was 
loaded at Beaumont, Texas, and the 
“Jesse Bounds” cleared with cargo for 
Brest, France. Capt. Skouskard of 
Pascagoula was in command.

On Oct. 17, 1919, information came 
that the “Jesse Bounds” had become 
water-logged in a storm in the Atlantic 
and had been abandoned. The crew 
Was saved. The ship was valued at 
$300,000 and the cargo at $150,000, all 
insured.
